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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification fails to provide an adequate written description of the grip 
arrangement comprising both the abrasive grit (of claim 2) and the embossments (of 
claim 3 which indirectly depends from and include the limitations of claim 2). Applicant's 
specification discusses the abrasive grit and embossments as alternative embodiments 
for the grip arrangement. However, the specification does not discuss them being used 
simultaneously. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up applicant's package, must 
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be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. Each claim must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. 
patent No. 4,479,244 to Ausnit (hereafter referred to as Ausnit '244). 



7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ausnit 
'244 and European Patent Application 0 089 680 to Scheibner (hereafter referred to as 
Scheibner ( 680). 

Ausnit '244 discloses the claimed invention, especially the grip arrangement 18, 
19 along the longitudinal axis of the first and second profiles. However, Ausnit '244 
shows the grip arrangement being an embossed surface instead of abrasive grit. 
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Scheibner '680 shows that affixing abrasive grit by using a solvent on an analogous 
reclosable package is an equivalent structure known in the art. Therefore, because 
these two grip arrangements were art-recognized equivalents at the time the invention 
was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to substitute an 
abrasive grit grip arrangement for an embossed grip arrangement. 

9. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ausnit '244 and Scheibner '680. 

Ausnit '244 and Scheibner '680 disclose the claimed invention, as discussed 
above, except for downward extending flanges of the profiles being attached to the 
outer surfaces of the first and second films. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to attach the downward 
extending flanges of the Ausnit '244 profiles to the outer surfaces of the first and second 
films, since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine 
skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. 

The limitations of claim 4 are considered to be met by Ausnit '244 and Scheibner 
'680 to the degree that the claim can be understood. 

Conclusion
